Il»e American, a weekly political 


Philadelphia journal, prints a remarka- 
ble editorial on "The Grant Campaign." 
The, value of the article arises out of the 
fact that Mr. Wharion Barker, the pro- 
prititor of the American, is on terms of 
close intimacy with General Garfleld, 
and when he predicts that the President 
elect will be his own candidate for re- 
election it is pretty sore that he speaks 
on positive information:— 


It has been remarked, among the ex- 


uberances of the Republican campaign, 
that some of our orators were not con- 
tent with doing their best for the can- 
didate cf 1880. They extended their ef- 
forts to promote the cause of the candi- 
date of 1884. This is hardly to be won- 
dered at. 
The preliminaries of the 


Republican canvass were conducted this 
year with a vehemence which was most 
impolite, and might have resulted in the 
dismemberment of the party. The crit- 
icism to which each of the prominent 
candidates were subjected by Republican 
journals went far beyond what the most 
vehement of then? have said of General 
Hancock. Had any one of the thiee 
most prominent been put in nomination, 
the defeat of the party would have been 
certain. It would have been quite im- 
possible to rally to his support the 
friends of the other candidates. When 
Mr. Garfield was nominated this fervor 
of factions did not die ont; it was said 
and felt, "We have not succeeded this 
time, but wait till 1884." And those 
who place the success of a favorite can- 
didate on a level with that of the party, 
went into the canvass thinking of 1884 
even more than of 1880. This has been 
most notable in the case of General 
Grant's friends and supporters. 
They 


have not, like Mr. Sherman, made up 
their minds that the choice made at Chi- 
cago was the best possible. They seoin 
to have been unusually anxious to ex- 
plain that Mr. G&rQeld was not their 
choice; that they belonged to the illus- 
trious 306, and to indicate that they 
were confident of securing for Mr. Grant 
next lime the prize which so narrowly 
escaped their grasp this time. 
In this 


business Mr. Conkliug has taken the 
lead. In the first half of the campaign 
he led in nothing. He spared no pains 
to let the country know that he was of- 
fended, and that he must be made much 
of and soothed before he would take a 
part in the game. When he did at last 
show himself the air was full of rumors 
as to bargains and agreements between 
Mr. Garfield and himself. 
These ru- 


mors 
were 
altogether 
misleading. 


Neither then nor at any other time did 
Mr. Garfield conciliate Senator Conk- 
ling's or any other man's support by 
any pledge beside those contained in his 
letter of acceptance. We know whereof 
we speak when we say that not even 
George Washington entered upon office 
more free from entanglements of every 
sort.

It now 
looks as if the road could not be com- 
pleted to Candelaria this Winter, owing 
to the delay in receiving material. A 
ship-load of rails is now over-due, and 
the supply on hand is only sufficient 
for nine miles. If open weather con- 
tinues, the progress of the work will, of 
course, be greatly facilitated. No Chi- 
namen are employed, either on the 
work train at Mound House or as track- 
layers.
